laſt for ro diſcharge the dutie of a moſt humble 
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and obedient SubieR, determined with my ſeclfe 
to preſent this diſcourſe to your Maieſty, my pen 
doing hercin as the hand which naturally putteth 
foorth it ſelfe, alwaies ready to vphold the fall 
of the body, which being vnderthe cordu@ of 
the eyes, omitteth not ſometimes to ſtumblc, I 
am well aſſured that this my zeale is vnprofitable, 
and that it will be ſcenthroughour all France ſoo- 
ner then of your Maicſtic, whoſe eyes within this 
three yeares haue beene cuer ſtopr, as aiſo- your 
cares as yet, which know but the ſound of one 
onely voice, among ſo many others whick cuery 
day blefle you. | 

S 1 x, Tam affraidthatyou are ſo preoccupated 
with the affection of atiotner, as that you haue 
notany for your ſelte, and that you will cſteeme 
my boldneſſe more worthy of chaſtiſement then 
audience, Neuertheleſle, I protct that my in- 
tention isnortto bring you in hatrcd withthem 
which youaffet,knowing well that the fauourits 
of Kings, are alſo the farourites of heauen. I de- 
mand onely but permifsion to repreſent ro you, 
how that Charitic well ordeined core with 
it ſelfe, and to tell fauourits that as it is very ſeem- 
ly that your liberality be proportioned, ſo alſo ir 
ſhould be to the purpoſe, that their defires may 
haue ſome boutd 

Itisnot (S 1 x) my intereſt which cauſeth me 
to ſpeake inthis manner; it is onely the affection 
which I beare to your ſeruice and the publike 
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good; for had not they empried all your treſit- 
ries,as they-haue done,thoſe moneyes ſhould not 
haue beene in my Coffers, and had they not had 
in their power and authority the Provinces, and 
places which they haucat this preſent within this 
Kingdome, they ſhould not haue beenc in mine; 
and had they not hadall the charges and dignitie, 
wherewith your Maieſtie haue honoured them, 
I ſhould not haue hadany more priuiledge. Bur 
I returneto you. 

S 1 x : From whom this Intereſt is gone, and 
not from my ſelfe, yea in ſuch a fort, that I am 
well aſſured of the ſhipwrack of your Kingdome, 
if youyour ſclfe very ſpedily catcheth not hold 
of the Helme, which you haue left roo long a 
time in the hands of a man, who hath alwaies 
made his owne courſe, without ever hauing made 
yours, 

You may know it calily, if it pleafe you to 
conſider how that Monfiewr de Luyne, being but 
within this three yeares a ſimple Capraine of the 
Lorwe, and Genecrall of the Ordinaries, is be- 
come the abſolute Heire ofthe Marciall de Anere, 
whoſe grearncſſe and wealth your Maieſtie hath 
beene only held capable;moreouer heis the great 
Faulconer of France, the firſt Gentleman of your 
Chamber, Leiftcnant generall in the gouerment 
of Picardie,as he isof Amiens, Han la Fere, which 
bethe moſt important places of that Prouince, 
yea of your Realme, and which: hath held ſo- 
Az long 
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ſonge time in eſcheat all the powers of Spaine : as 
within two yeares he is becom a Duke and Peere 
of France, a recompence which is not dew butto 
Lords onely; who are growne auncient by the 
exploites ot Armes, for the preſeruation of the 
eftate ; he is alſoallied ro onc of the moſt Iluſtri- 
ous familes of your Realme,and which is in your 
owneblod on the fide of Nawerr,and of the Coun- 
tric of Nants : h-c lath cauſed further more to 
be added to him(ſelfe the Ile of France, and the 
townes of Soiflons, Noyon, Channy, Concy, 
Fonyeres,and Concreneaw,and of late the Coun- 
trie of Maine. 

But Sir, ouerand beſides all the great guiftes, 
which he hath reccaued from you, and the prope 
of one ſo puiſſant an alliance , you haue giuen to 
the Lord of Cadnet, the Lieftenantſhip of the 
King in Picardie,and thoſc of the Baily-wceekes of 
Eurcux, &of Vernucile in Normandie, you haue 

iven him Amboiſe, you haue made him Mar- 
Gall of France,withour ever drawing his Sword, 
you yourlelfe haue procured him whe eſpowſed 
to the Hceire of Vidame of Amiens, promiſed be- 
fore to the Duke of Fronſac,ſonne of the Earle of 
Saint Paule, ro whome you haue giuen the inhe- 
ricance ofthe Caſtle d*Hierre,and a 199050.pounds 
of damages, for to depart and relinquiſh that al- 
liance, you haue aſſured her a dowry of a Million 
of pounds ypon the monyes of Salt, which be 
the moſt cleare of your Reuenew ; you hanec 
bought 
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bought for him on the Lord of Branthe, the Lief- 
tenantſhip of your Light-Horſe, for to take'it a- 
way from the Lord ge 1« Caree, a good ſeruant of 
pou Fathers, and whoſe fidelitie you ought ro 

beter aſured then of a new come, you haue de- 
lucredouer to him the managing of the monies 
of your ordinary expences, he 1s cucr courting 
the Heire of Luxembourge, from whoſe Houſe 
there hath proceeded ſcauen Emperous of freſh 
memorie,you haue procured him the gouerment 
of Calis, which is worth 490000, Crownes, Bou- 
loyne hath beenc bought for 53009, Crowns, 
they are atthis preſent about to aſſauk Montre- 
vill, in ſuch fort that this Prouince will belong 
more to them then te you, all this which they 
practiſe is both to the coſt and preiudice of your 
Maieſtie Crowne. 

I preſcnt theſe things vmto you Sir, for feare 
that you ſhould be like vnto them, which being 
walking alla whole day withina Gallerie, thinke 
not that they haue made a great Tourney, becauſe 
they hauc nor drawne them ſelues a farre off, 
endghar they haue nor ſtirred outof the roome: 
even ſo your Maieſtic ſtanding one paſtimes, and 
without cenſtdering them a torehand, conſider 
not of that which you doe. Ir is faid that you 
haue aſured Monficur de Layne of the charge of 
Conſtable, the Secreraric of his Cabiner. being 
already withinthe Campers and Armies of Frauce 
alrhough that neither the maſter nor ſeruant hane 
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euerbeenetrayned or haue had any capacitie or 
experience, to exerciſe ſuch eſtates, Iris alſo a 
long time that he hath dealt for the gouerment 
of Britaignc,as if this ſupreame honor, whereof 
the mirth conſiſts in the charge that ir hath, and 
not in the title, which he only wanteth, it cannot 
be the leaſt end of the funion of a meane Gentle 
man who ſecth himſelfe in the place, where the 
thoughts of perſons of the ſame rancke be in the 
world, neuer raiſe themſclus vnto,yet with althis 
Sir, youare furthermore importuned to buy for 
him the goucrnment with the hauen of Blauet,& 
the Liettenancieof the King, of Branthe : ought 
not youtofeare, thatas they arelodged within a 
room ouer you within your Lowr,that they haue 
alſo the ſame aboue wrhin your eſtate * it greatly 
imports your Maieſtic not to lcaue eſtabliſhed in 
ſomany Prouinces, one Gouernor, & one Kings 
Lieftenanr, as the bloud and Common iatreſt ſo 
ſtraightly binde as theſe, nor ro beſtow on them 
places of ſo great conſequence as Blauet & Con- 
creneaw which make them Maiſters of the Sea, 
and principally holding alreadie the Keies of,the 
Rivers, to wit, Amboyſeand Nantes: putting in- 
toall the fortreſſes which they keepe, Brother in 
Lawes, Nephewes, Couſins, all new men and 
withoutdeſert, whach acknowledge no man bur 
CHarſler dr Layne for their nezatbier. All theſe 
Sir, threaten your Maieſtic & eſtate of great dan- 
gcr : butwho will doubt char ir is not fo ? _ 
at 
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that there is not any thing falnewithinthis three 

eares which preſcntly they haue nor deuoured? 
there hath not beene any thing voyde by death 
within this three yeares, bur it hath beene for 
them, and if any other haue drawne profit there- 
by, they hauc cauſed them to ſerue, as the buil- 
ders doe the trauerſesto a Vault, for to vphold 
the waight thereof, the which they take away 
preſently after when the Vault isfaſtened, If the 
reaſon be demaunded of fo prodigious a forrune, 
what other thing cany ſaid bur that they are the 
artiſans themſelucs, and not you 2 Sir, which lay 
al the affaites of the Realm vpon them, for to fol- 
low the pleaſure of hunting, withour taking heed 
how that whilſt you are a hunting,they hunt you; 


| and whilſt that you be a Hawking, they make 


their flight at you'and your goods,/atid the moſt 
beautifull Lillie of your Crowne; God,of whom' 
you are the Image vpon Earth caſterh alwayes 
his Eies vpon all things in this Vniuerſe, wirh-* 
out abſoluely leauing them to the-condutt of + 
Nature, which is a moſt wiſe leſfon for ybu to- 
learne : Sir, that youare bound to gouetnerhoſe' 
things your ſelf which arc cqmmirted vnto you,' 
with caſting the care thereof vpon another; '* -* 
The laſt of our firſt race of. our Kmgs, for'to' 
be diſcharged of the affaires of the Manes de Pa- 
la4,and for having permitted that Charles Marte! 
ſhould. be ioyned rothe Title of rhe Prince of) 
Feance,in concluſion could not letbut that Prpmw = 
B le Brief 
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le Bref,would vſurpe thetreaſuries,and inthe end 
thename and title of King, : Chr/pernithavirg bin 
confined intoa Monaſtery, and nor long aftcr, by 
the great dignities which Hngnes le grand poſſeſſed, 
and by the good decdes of the Succeflors of Prprim 
heaſpired to Tyrannie : as Duke of | rance,he had 
the managing of Armes, and as Maire &n Palais,the 
affaires of cſtate, by this meanes he made himſelf 
chiefeof the confederacy againſt Char/es rhe ſimple 
and the raignes of Lewes oucrthe Sea, and of Lo- 
thare, hec caſt the fourggtion of, his vſurpari- 
on, ſcruing himſelfe with the ſome goods which 
he had reccjved of the King, ard alttough thoſe 
later Kings held his greatrnes in ſuſpce, hebecim 
ſo puiſſent,, he maintayned- it himſelfe maiiger 
them all. leauing Hagh Caper heire of his credit and 
bis offices; who ſucceeded by thar mcancs with- 
eur any contradictionto the Crowne, mr 
Theſe domeſt;cke cx:mples are moſt trae, from 
whence may be drawne this ir.ſtrr&ion, that no 
man which-cuer became more puiſant then the 
King within his owne «ſtate, without having af. 
pircd ro _ ard thatintcllibly they which 
may doeall that which they will, will alſo doc all 
that they can. Kings are not Kings, bur in cafe 
their Subiects depcrd of:them ord ror they of 
their Subiects, yct they diſordered like raiters of 
Souecralgnesare asthe feathers which the Fagle 
ulleth fticm her ſelfe. wherwith thearrowesare 
cathered which azc fliot- at him, you be ar rhe 
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to make a tryall therof, Sir, yetthe agnition of 
them ro whom you haue done good is not infinit, 
as your bounty-haue bin towards them. For if am- 
bition blinds them ſo much, as to loſe once rhe 
memory of the obligations in which they are 
bound to you &that theyſhouldaſpire to attempr 
all that they may, you ſhall finde that your King- 
dome cuttorhe hart ; the Iſle of France(as it hath 
bene already ſhewen you) being in their-power, 
with the rownes of Couſly, Chauny, Noyon,and 
Soyſlons, the countrey of Maine,and the greateſt 
art of Britaigny , there remaincth not a place 
which is of force in Picardic, Cadnet, trafficketh 
for Peronne, Montdidier, and Roy, becauſe of the 
correſpondency on his part with Chauny for his 
wifes fake ; they haue the rowne and Citadell of 
Amiens, and Corbie at their pleaſure, andallto 
Han,Calais, Montreuill,and Bolongue. You haue 
not any Subicc in that Prouince, but is either 
theirallies, or vaſſals. Ls Baſtslle is to them a Cita- 
del within your capitall rowne, and the Lovvre it 
ſelfe, whereof they are appropriated themſelues, 
there wil not be one aſſured retrait for your ſelfe, 
they goe filling the olde Regimenrs with their 
owne people, andthe arme of your Guards, of 
thoſe which haue bene ſo long time with Monſter 
le Prince au Bors de 'V1ncezes, and your light Horſcs, 
may follow the fortune of him which comma- 


derh them. | 
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The miniſters of Eſtate applicth themſclues te 
the times for to accommodate their own affaires: 
that which reſteth is the vigour within your Par- 
liament which may cafily bee ſtifled, either by 
their threatnings or faire promiſes : Your Treaſu- 
ries aredricd vp,tor having at one blow bought 
vp ſo many offices, places & goucrnments, which 
they cnioy; ſo that whatſoever come caſually,fal- 
Jeth into their coffers : in ſuch ſort that of one 
Charles d' Albert may beeaſily made Charles a M!- 
bret,cuen as there was made one Caper tO attaine tO 
the ſecond race of our Kings. 

Butler vs app1chend all things at the beſt, let vs 
ſuppoſe, as | doubtnot thereof, but that all the 
places which they hold bee yours aſſured : that 
their frugality be a bottowe reſcrued tor you,and 
that there is no other conſpiracy among them but 
onely to ſeruc you well : Yet ſo is irthat they on- 
ly cannot receiue lo many fauours from you, 
without an extreme diſcontent ofthe great ones, 
who will never ſuffer it without murmuring, that 
their fortune oncly yſurpe the recompence ofthe 
vertue of others, 

Sir, the conſcquence thereof is moſt dange- 
rous, and we necde not goc to ſecke other exam- 
=_ then within your Kingdome,forallthetrou- = 

les which are happened ſince yourCoronation, 
haue drawne their beginning from the like. Your 
Maieſtic being aggrecued atthe ſamething which 
the Queene your mother, whercin you ſurpaſſe 
her 
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her, for raiſing mentoo high to the pretudice of 
the generality of your eſtate, The Nobility can 
they withour an extreame diſpleaſure ſee their in- 
feriours abone them. They, ſay I, to whom the 
Chamber of preſence is more difficult ro haue 
acceſſe ynto, theh your Cabinet 1s to others; and - 
who for all the ſetuices cannot beaduanced with- 
our haucing before dipped in the bane of the 
<Aarſball de _Ameres by his helpes only, not by 
countell:norvalour 2 and to refuſeto doe it, is the 
worſe, forthena'man ſhall beas adead- perſon 7 
Butforaſmuch as wherein they hane ſerved you, 
as to the contrary they haue bene the cauſe that 
your royall houſe hath bin ſtained with the bloud 
of a man, whoſe life oughtrro haue bene expoſed 
to the publick vengeance, 4s was his carkaſe. The 
ancient Marſhals, Dukes, and Peeres of France, 
ſeeing that from a Falconer they doe mount to 
Crown offices, will not they themſelues become 
Faulkoners, great men in ecſteeme, and {mall ones 
_ oppoſants the oneto the other, as arethe 
two buckets of a Well, for the one is neuer raiſed 
vp but the other falleth down : euery generation 
imagine acorruption,and thealteration of all na- 
wrallthings proceed from that of the Elements, 
who chaſerh the one the other, & which let them 
remame out of their appointed place ; the place 
of the leaft is vnder the biggeſt, >nd it cannor keep 
it ſelfealofr, but by violence, The hands cannot 
performe the office of rhe feet without debaſing 
the head, gor the fect the office of the hands with 
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out troubling the naturall oeconomy : and I will 

ſay furthermore it ſeemeth that there is the ſame 

relation from ſubies to their Prince, as from all 
the parts of the body to the head, which cannot 
appoint the nouriſhment ordained for the whole 
vpon one only, without finding the others diſo- 
beying : an cxample which may learne/your: Ma- 
ieſtie ro limir your good deeds, and iudiciouſly ro 
attend.vnrothe commonintereſt of yaur ſubiccts 
for fcare thatyour extraordinary. fauour to one 
onely cauſc not a-reaolr of ſo many braue men, 
who hauc ſo worthily ferued the late King in his 
armies, where they hauc receiued the wounds, 
which are as ſo many'mouths which recommend 
the pi ice oftheir blood,and of their ſeruices. It.is 
true that Maſter de-Luyne may bee Conſtable, and 
their is great appearance thereof, for aſmuch as, 

that euery cldeſt brother which leaueth to his 

yongeſt an office of the Marſhall of France, is af- 

ſurcd of ſome berter thing * as they would yeelde 

ſ{.bmifſiuly your armiesro him,whom they thold 

ſec, that the firſt Sword which he thould drawe;, 

ſhall be that which b-long to the Conſtable, 

This dignity, Sar,is not giuen to them: which de- 
ſerue th-m by ſcruices, and by this meanes haue 
they poſic{ſion of Gueſclin, of Cliſſon, and they 
of the houſe of Mont Morenry, Conſtantine le Grand 
neuer conferred any digniry belonging to the Em 
pirc,but ro thoſe which had made rhemſclues ca- 
pable thcrof by feates of armes, rewarding others 

with mony and offices mcarly mercenary.lIt your 
Me Mazcſtic 
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Majeſtyhad done the fame, you had not ſeentheſe
